ORGANIZATION. 

1. — The  name  of  this  Grand  Chapter  is  the  Grand 
Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Canada. 

JURISDICTION. 

2. — This  Grand  Chapter  is  a  body  of  Royal  Arch 
Masons  in  which  is  invested  the  government  and  care 
of  Capitular  Masonry  within  the  Provinces  of  Ontario, 
Manitoba,  Saskatchewan,  Alberta,  and  British  Colum- 
bia, and  the  North- West  Territories  in  the  Dominion 
of  Canada. 

POWKRS    AND    AUTHORITY. 

3. — The  Grand  Chapter  is  the  highest  source  of 
authority  in  Capitular  Masonry  in  this  jurisdiction. 
In  it  alone  is  vested  general  government  and  control, 
and  the  power  of  enacting  laws  and  regulations  for  the

9.--(i)  The  officers  of  Grand  Chapter  shall  he 
eleced  or  appointed  annually,  and  shaH  ho  d  office 
until  their  successors  shall  have  been  duly  elected  or 
appointed  and  installed.  ^  ^^

(6)  No  Companion's  name  shall  be  submitted  to 
ballot  for  more  than  one  elective  office.  Any  Com- 
panion nominated  for  more  than  one  elective  office 
may  withdraw  his  name  from  any  such  nominations 
at  any  time  before  the  vote  is  taken,  and,  in  the  eve.it 
of  his  not  so  withdrawing,  his  name  shall  be  submitted 
to  ballot  for  the  senior  office  only. 

(7),  The  ballot  papers  shall  be  printed  under  the 
direction  of  the  Grand  Scribe  E.  and  shall  contain:

JV  '^^e  M.E.  the  Grand  Z.  shall,  before  calling 
off  Grand  Chapter  at  the  end  of  its  first  session   ap- 
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point  and  announce  the  names  of  a  sufficient  number 
of  scrutmeers.  not  being  Grand  Chapter  officers  or 
nommated  for  office,  to  take  charge  of  the  ballot.  He 
shall  also  appomt  one  of  the  scrutineers  to  be  chairman 
whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  supervise  the  scrutineers  in 
the  performance  of  their  duties,  to  decide  any  doubtful 
ballots,  and  to  report  the  result  of  each  ballot  to  the 
presiding  officer  of  Grand  Chapter.  Before  entering 
upon  their  duties  the  scrutineers  shall  solemnly  pledge 
themselves  to  perform  the  same  truly  and  faithfully. 

(9)  The  scrutineers  shall  meet  at  two  o'clock  in 
the  afternoon  of  the  first  day  of  the  meeting  in  a 
convenient  room  set  apart  for  the  purpose  in  or  adjoin- 
ing the  place  of  meeting  They  shall  act  in  sections 
of  tl.  -e  under  the  direction  of  the  chairman.  Each 
section  shall  be  provided  with  a  ballot  box  and  a  book 
'  '  aining  the  name  and  number  of  the  Chapter  of 
1  Companion  entitled  to  vote,  and  the  number  of 
v<   es  to  which  he  is  entitled. 

r  /u^^t-^if^^  Companion  voting  shall  write  upon  one 
of  the  ballot  papers  the  name  or  names  of  the  Com- 
panion or  Companions  for  whom  he  desires  to  vote 
and  the  name  of  :he  place  at  which  he  desires  that  the 
next  Annual  Convocation  shall  be  held.  He  shall  vote 
for  five  nominated  members  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee otherwise  his  ballot  for  the  Committee  shall 
void.  After  exposing  to  the  scrutineers  the  figures 
on  his  ballot  indicating  the  number  of  his  votes  and 
turnishing  such  other  information  as  they  mav  require 
he^shall  deposit  his  ballot  paper  in  the  proper  ballot 

(11)   No  Companion  shall  deposit  more  than  one 
ballot  paper  in  his  personal  right  nor  more  than  one 
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ballot  paper  for  the  Chapter  legally  represented  by 
him.  Any  violation  of  this  rule  shall  constitute  a 
Masonic  oflFence  for  which  the  Companion  charged 
fu  AT  T:^*"f*^  summarily  by  a  committee  appointed  by 
the  M.E^  the  Grand  Z.  If  found  guilty,  he  shall  be 
sentenced  by  the  Grand  Z.  to  be  reprimanded,  to  be 
suspended  for  a  limited  time,  or  to  be  suspended 
indefinitely.  ^

ship  on  the  Executive  Committee  must,  in  order  to 
be  elected,  receive  a  majority  of  all  the  votes  cast. 

(15)  If  upon  the  first  ballot  some  of  the  Com- 
panions nominated  for  any  office,  other  than  member- 
ship on  the  Executive  Committee,  do  not  obtain  a 
majority  of  all  the  votes  cast,  another  ballot  shall  be 
taken  in  respect  of  such  office,  and  so  on  until  the 
requisite  majority  has  been  obtained.  Provided  how- 
ever if  tliree  or  more  Companions  are  nominated  for 
an  elective  office,  other  tlian  the  Executive  Committee 
and  there  is  no  election,  the  Companion  receiving  the 
lowest  number  of  votes  on  each  ballot  shall  retire.

(17)  The  Grand  Janitor  shall  be  elected  by  an  open 
vote  of  Grand  Chapter. 

(18)  The  Credentials  Committee  shall  report  to 
Grand  Chapter  at  two  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  of  the 
first  day  of  the  Convocation. 

10. — None  but  Past  First  Principals  shall  be  eligible 
for  any  office  in  this  Grand  Chapter,  except  the  office 
of  Grand  Janitor,  which  may  be  filled  by  any  Ro>al 
Arch  Companion. 


WHEN    INSTALLED. 

11. — The  appointed  officers  shall  be  selected  by  the 
Grand  First  Principal  after  his  installation,  and  both 
elected  and  appointed  officers  shall  be  respectively  in- 
stalled and  invested  at  the  Annual  Convocation,  and 
shall  hold  their  respective  offices  until  the  next  Annual 
Convocation  or  until  their  successors  shall  have  been 
regularly  elected,  appointed,  installed  or  invested. 

Should  any  officer  elected  or  appointed  be  absent 
from  the  Annual  Convocation,  he  shall,  as  soon  as 
convenient  thereafter,  be  installed  or  invested  under 
the  authority  of  the  Grand  Z..  by  the  Grand  Superin- 
tendent or  other  Grand  or  Past  Grand  officer  in  his 
own  or  any  other  Chapter.  No  officer  can  be  installed 
by  proxy. 

12. — Every  Companion  elected  or  appointed  to 
office  shall  during  his  term  of  office  be  a  subscribing, 
honorary  or  life  member  of  some  subordinate  Chapter. 

13. — The  Grand  Superintendents  of  districts  shall 
be  elected  by  a  majority  of  the  representatives  and  Past 
First  Principals  of  their  respective  districts  present  at

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VOTES  AND  VOTERS. 

16. — Each  officer  and  permanent  member  of  this 
Grand  Chapter  (except  the  Grand  Janitor)  shall  be 
entitled  to  one  vote  and  each  Chapter  shall  be  entitled 
to  three  votes.  All  matters  shall  be  decided  by  a  ma- 
jority of  votes  except  when  otherwise  ordered.  The 
votes  are  to  be  signified  by  a  show  of  hands,  which  the 
Grand  Scribes  are  to  count  if  the  voting  is  close.  Five 
members  may  '  mand  a  ballot  on  any  question  either 
before  or  immediately  after  an  open  vote  shall  have 
been  taken,  which  ballot  shall  be  collected  at  once.  In 
casf  f  equality  the  presiding  officer  shall  have  the 
casi.wg  vote.  No  visitor  shall  on  any  account  be  per- 
mitted to  vote. 

17. — Should  the  representative  officers  the  Z.,  H.  or 
J.,  of  a  Chapter  be  unable  to  attend  the  Grand  Convo- 
cation, such  Chapter  may  by  open  vote  select  a  Past 
First  Principal  as  proxy,  and  such  proxy,  properly 
certified  by  the  First  Principal  and  the  Scribe  E.  under 
the  seal  of  the  Chapter,  shall  entitle  the  Companion  so 
selected  to  represent  the  Chapter  at  the  Convocation 
of  Grand  Chapter.  The  credentials  of  a  Companion 
acting  as  proxy  for  a  Chapter  must  contain  in  writing 
the  resolution  of  the  Chapter  giving  the  proxy,  signed 
by  the  First  Principal  and  Scribe  E.  of  the  Chapter, 
on  the  authorized  form.  In  the  event  of  the  represent- 
ative officers  and  proxy  of  a  Chapter  being  absent  the 
Senir  Past  First  Principal  of  the  Chapter  present 
shall  be  entitled  to  the  vote  of  his  Chapter.  No  Com- 
panion can  represent  more  than  three  Chapters. 

18 —Any  Grand  officer  who  shall  during  the  term 
for  which  he  was  chosen  by  either  election  or  appoint- 
ment remove  from  the  jurisdiction  or  cease  to  be  a 
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member  of  swne  regular  subordinate  Chapter  thereby 
vacates  his  office,  and  any  Past  Grand  offiS  or  mem 
ber  who  for  six  months  consecutively  cTases  toTp  . 
member  on  the  roll  of  a  subordinate  Chapter  shaU  be 
disquahfiod  from  attending  the  Grand  Chapter  un^

23. — Companions  who  have  rendered  service  to  the 
Craft  may,  by  unanimous  vote  by  ballot  of  Grand 
Chapter,  be  constituted  members  of  Grand  Chapter 
with  such  rank  as  may  be  thought  proper;  provided 
that  notice  be  sent  in  writing  to  the  Grand  Scribe  K. 
prior  to  the  30th  November  preceding,  and  the  subordi- 
nate Chapters  notified  by  that  officer  prior  to  the  31  st 
December. 

2.. — No  officer  or  member  shall  be  permitted  to  be 
present  at  any  Convocation  of  Grand  Chapter  without 
the  proper  clothing  of  a  Royal  Arch  Mason. 

25. — The  officers  of  every  Chapter,  Grand  and  sub- 
ordinate, in  this  jurisdiction,  before  they  enter  upon 
the  exercise  of  the  functions  of  their  respective  offices, 
and  evefr)-^  candidate  upon  his  admission  shall  take  an 
obligation  to  support  and  maintain  the  Constitution  of 
the  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Canada. 


POWERS  OF  THE  GRAND  FIRST  PRINCIPAL. 

26. — The  Grand  First  Principal  shall  exercise  all  the 
executive  and  judicial  functions  of  this  Grand  Chapter 
during  its  recess,  and  shall  at  each  Annual  Convocation 
communicate  in  writing  a  statement  of  his  official  acts 
during  such  recess,  and  recommend  such  measures  as 
he  may  deem  expedient. 

27. — He  shall  have  the  power  during  the  recess  of

Grand  Chapter,  and  to  pay  ov^r  the  same  within  ten 
days  of  the  receipt  to  the  Grand  Treasurer;  to  give 
an  itemized  report  annually  to  Grand  Chapter  of  the 
amount  of  money  received  by  him  and  the  sources 
^rom  which  it  was  received ;  also  a  list  of  the  Chapters 
that  have  failed  to  make  returns  of  their  elections  of 
officers  or  pay  the  fees  required  by  Grand  Chapter, 
and  also  such  other  information  as  to  the  state  of  sub- 
ordinate Chapters  as  may  come  to  his  knowledge  and 
be  of  interest  to  Grand  Chapter,  to  conduct  the  corres- 
pondence of  Grand  Chapter,  under  the  direction  of 
the  Grand  First  Principal,  and  to  deliver  to  his  succes- 
sor in  office  all  moneys,  books,  writings  and  property 
of  the  Grand  Chapter  under  his  control.  He  shall  also 
have  charge  of  and  be  responsible  for  the  regalia, 
jewels  and  furniture  belonging  to  Grand  Chapter.  He 
shall,  immediately  after  his  installation,  furnish  an 
indemnity  bond  in  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars.

74. — Every  Chapter  shall  annually  elect  by  ballot 
the  First,  Second  and  Third  Principals,  the  Treasurer, 
the  Scribes  E.  and  N.,  the  Principal  Sojourner,  and  by 
open  vote  two  Auditors  and  the  Janitor.  At  the  next 
regular  Convocation  following  such  election,  after  the 
minutes  shall  have  been  read  and  approved,  they  shall 
be  duly  installed  or  invested,  after  which  the  First 
Principal  shall  appoint  all  other  officers  and  standing 
Committees  required  for  the  better  working  of  the 
Chapter. 

75. — No  Chapter  shall  be  opened  unless  there  be 
present  nine  Royal  Arch  Masons,  seven  of  whom  shall 
be  members  of  the  Chapter.  If,  in  the  absence  of  a 
Principal,  no  Past  Principal  of  equal  or  higher  rank  be 
present,  the  First  Principal  or  acting  First  Principal 
may  declare  the  Chapter  open  for  the  transaction  of 
business,  but  not  for  conferring  the  Roya!  Arch  de- 
gree. While  assembled,  the  Companions  must  wear  the 
proper  clothing  of  Royal  Arch  Alasons. 

76. — Chapters  working  under  a  Dispensatior  shall 
not  transact  any  business  except  that  clearly  expressed 
in  the  Dispensation  creating  them,  and  shall  always  be 
governed  by  the  constitution  and  regulations  of  the 
Grand  Chlipter. 

77. — A  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  or  a  Lodge 
of  Mark  or  Most  Excellent  Masters  must,  when  con- 
vened, be  regularly  opened  and  closed,  and  cannot  be 
called  off  from  one  meeting  to  another.

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82. — Each  subordinate  Chapter  has  the  power  to 
disciphne  its  own  members  aad  all  Royal  Arch  Masons 
residing  in  its  jurisdiction,  as  well  as  those  who  have 
taken  any  of  the  Capitular  degrees,  and  may,  after 
due  notice  of  the  charge  preferred  and  after  due  trial, 
censure,  or  suspend,  and  may  recommend  to  Grand 
Chapter  for  expulsion.  But  no  brother  or  Companion 
shall  be  disciplined  without  a  two-thirds  vote  of  all  the 
members  present  at  the  time  of  taking  such  vote.  The 
name  of  the  Companion  when  disciplined  and  at  the 
time  of  restoration,  if  any,  shall  be  sent  to  the  Grand 
Scribe  E.  and  also  the  Grand  Superintendent  of  the 
district.  If  any  appeal  be  taken  to  Grand  Chapter  the 
Scribe  E.  shall  transmit  to  the  Grand  Scribe  E.  a  true 
copy  of  all  proceedings  in  the  case. 

83a. — When  a  subordinate  Chapter  recommends  to 
Grand  Chapter  that  a  Companion  be  expelled,  the 
recommendation  shall  be  forwarded  to  the  Grand 
Scribe  E.  at  least  ten  days  before  the  next  Annual 
Convocation  of  Grand  Chapter,  to  be  laid  before  the 
Executive  Committee,  which  shall  report  thereon  to 
Grand  Chapter.  Should  the  report  confirm  such  recom- 
mendation and  be  adopted  by  Grand  Chapter,  the  Comr 
panion  shall  be  summoned  to  appear  before  the 
Executive  Committee  and  Grand  Chapter  at  the  next 
Annual  Convocation  thereof  to  show  cause  why  he 
should  not  be  expelled,  and  the  Executive  Committee, 
when  the  matter  comes  up  for  consideration,  shall 
recommend  to  Grand  Chapter  such  action  in  the  matter 
as  may  .eem  just  or  expedient.

He 
shall  sign  all  warrants,  cheques  or  orders  for  the  pay- 
ment of  moneys.  In  the  absence  of  the  First 
Principal,  the  chair  shall  be  assumed  by  his  immediate 
predecessor,  and  in  his  absence  by  the  next  immediate 
Past  First  Principal. 

THE  SECOND  PRINCIPAL. 

87.— The  Second  Principal  of  the  Chapter  for  the 
time  being  shall  be  the  Senior  Warden  of  the  Lodge 
of  Mark  or  Most  Excellent  Masters,  and  may  confer 
the  subordinate  degrees,  the  First  Principal  or  Past 
First  Principal  administering  the  OB.  He  shall  act  as 
chairman  of  the  Executive  Connuittec  of  the  Chapter, 
and  fulfil  any  other  duties  required  of  him  by  the 
First  Principal. 

THE  THIRD  PRINCIPAL. 

88.— The  Third  Principal  of  the  Chapter  for  the 
time  being  shall  be  the  Junior  Warden  of  the  Lodge 
of  Mark  and  Most  Excellent  Masters,  and  may  confer 
the  subordinate  degrees,  the  First  Principal  or  Past 
First  Principal  administering  the  OB.  He  shall  act  as 
chairman  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Chapter 
m  the  absence  of  the  Second  Principal,  shall  have  the 
care  of  the  regalia  and  jewels  of  the  Chapter,  and  ful- 
fil any  other  duties  required  of  him  by  the  First  Prin- 
cipal. 
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89.— The  Treasurer  shall  have  charge  of  the  funds, 
securities,  vouchers  and  financial  concerns  of  the 
Chapter.  He  shall  keep  books  as  specified,  receive  all 
moneys  and  pay  out  the  same  only  by  authority  of  the 
Chapter  certified  by  the  First  Principal,  countersigned 
by  the  Scnbe  E.  and  shall  deposit  all  moneys  in  a 
chartered  .auk  when  possible,  in  the  name  of  the 
Chapter. 

THE  SCRIBE  E. 

90.— The  Scribe  E.  shaH  .  .p  a  record  of  all  the 
transactions  of  the  Chapter,  send  a  copy  of  every  sum- 
mons issued  for  all  Convocations  to  the  Grand  Super- 
intendent of  the  district,  make  all  returns  requirecl  by 
Grand  Chapter,  collect  and  pay  over  on  receipt  all 
moneys  tha  may  be  paid  him  on  account  of  the 
Chapter  within  thirty  days  of  the  receipt  thereof.  He 
shall  also  keep  an  itemized  account  of  the  receipts  of 
the  Chapter,  and  all  accounts  between  each  member  and 
tiie  Chapter. 

OTHER  orKlCERS. 

91.— The  power  and  duties  of  other  officers  shall 
conform  to  customary  usage,  as  prescribed  by  the  cere- 
mony of  installation,  the  Constitution  of  Grand 
Chapter,  and  the  by-laws  of  the  subordinate  Chapter. 

MEMBERSHIP. 

92  —Every  candidate  for  Chapter  degrees  must  have 
resided  for  one  year  immediately  previous  to  the  date 
of  his  petition,  m  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Ch,    ter  to 
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which  he  seeks  admission,  or  produces  a  certificate  of 
character  and  consent  from  the  Chapter  nearest  to 
the  place  of  his  previous  residence.  He  shall  furnish 
evidence  of  hi?  good  standing,  and  he  a  Master  Mason 
for  at  least  three  months,  except  the  period  be  short- 
ened by  dispensation  of  the  Grand  First  Principal, 
which  shall  not,  however,  be  for  less  than  four  weeks, 
nor  until  he  has  presented  a  petition,  giving  his  name, 
age,  residence  and  profession,  his  mother  lodge,  or  the 
lodge  of  which  he  is  a  member,  and  is  recommended  by 
two  Companions,  being  members  of  the  Chapter.  He 
must  be  regularly  proposed  at  one  convocation  of  the 
Chapter,  and  a  committee  of  the  members  appointed  to 
enquire  into  his  character.  Notification  of  his  proposal 
shall  then  be  .sent  to  all  members  of  the  Chapter,  in  the 
summons  for  the  next  convocation,  whether  regular  or 
emergent.  When  this  has  been  done,  if  the  report  of 
the  comr:;  be  favorable,  he  may  be  balloted  for, 
and,  if  approved,  admitted.  If  the  report  be  unfavor- 
able, he  shall  be  deemed  a  rejected  candidate,  and  can- 
no.  be  proposed  or  balloted  for  in  that  or  any  other 
Chapter  within  twelve  months  of  the  time  of  .his  rejec- 
tion. No  brother  shall  be  exalted  to  the  Royal  Arch 
degree  unless  he  shall  !  ve  received  the  degrees  of 
Mark  Master  and  Most  Exc.Uent  Master.  All  ballot- 
ing must  take  place  in  the  Royal  Arch  degree. 

93. — No  Companion  shall  be  admitted  a  joining 
member  unless  he  gives  proof  of  his  good  stand- 
ing, or  without  being  regularlv  proposed  and  seconded 
by  two  members  of  the  Chapter,  and  his  name, 
age,  residence  and  the  Chapter  of  which  he  is 
at  the  time,  or  was,  a  member,  shall  have  been 
sent  to    all    members  of  the  Chapter,  when,  if  the 
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report  be  favorable,  he  may  be  balloted  for  at  the  next 
convocation. 

94.— No  Chapter  shall  admit  a  candidate  who  resides 
withm  the  jurisdiction  of  another  Chapter  without  the 
written  consent,  given  by  open  vote,  after  one  month's 
notice  to  all  the  members  of  such  other  Chapter,  and 
signed  by  the  First  Principal  and  Scribe  E.  of  the 
Chapter. 

95.— The  jurisdiction  of  every  Chapter,  except  in 
cities  and  towns  where  there  is  more  than  one  Chapter 
extends  half  way  to  the  nearest  Chapter.  In  such 
cities  and  towns,  Chapters  have  concurrent  jurisdic- 
tion, and  consent  for  the  formation  of  a  new  Chapter 
in  their  vicinity  must  be  given  by  a  majority  of  such 
Chapters. 

96.— When  any  Companion  from  without  the  iuris- 
diction  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Canada  presents  him- 
self as  a  Royal  Arch  Mason,  and  produces  satisfactory 
proof  of  hif  having  been  exalted  to  that  degree,  each 
and  every  C  lapter  shall  have  liberty  to  and  may  confer 
the  degree  of  Mark  Master,  and  Most  Excellent 
Master  on  such  Companions  who  have  not  heretofore 
received  them,  free  of  charge,  except  a  fee  to  Grand 
Chapter  for  registry  and  certificate. 

97.— Every  Chapter  shall,  within  one  month  after 
each  exaltation,  send  a  return  to  the  Grand  Scribe  E 
specifying  the  date  of  exaltation,  with  the  dates  when 
the  Companion  received  the  degrees  of  Mark  Master 
and  Most  Excellent  Master,  and  shall  apply  for  the 
registration  of  his  name  on  the  books  of  the  Grand 
Chapter  and  for  a  certificate  under  seal  signed  by  the 
Grand  Scribe  E.,  such  registry  and  exaltation  to  be 
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paid  for  by  the  Chapter,  fees  for  registry  and  certifi- 
cate, in  every  instance,  to  accompany  the  apphcation. 
On  the  delivery  of  this  certificate  each  Companion 
must  affix  his  signature  on  the  margin,  without  which 
it  will  not  be  valid. 

98.— No  Companion  shall  be  admitted  as  a  visitc^r  to 
any  Chapter  unless  he  is  personally  vouched  for,  or 
unless  after  strict  examination  by  two  skilled  Com- 
panions he  is  found  worthy,  and  shall  have  duly  regis- 
tered his  name  in  the  visitors'  book.  This  shall  not 
exclude  a  Mark  Master  or  Most  Excellent  Master  from 
the  right  to  visit  a  lodge  while  working  any  degree  to 
which  they  may  have  attained.  All  visitors  are  subject 
to  the  by-laws  of  the  Chapter. 

99.— No  unaffiliated  Royal  Arch  Mason  has  a  right 
to  visit  any  Chapter  in  the  place  where  he  resides  more 
than  once  during  the  period  of  his  non-affiliation. 

100. — A  Companion  residing  within  this  Grand 
Jurisdiction  is  not  required  to  affiliate  with  the  Chapter 
nearest  his  place  of  residence,  but  mav  be  admitted  a 
member  of  any  Chapter  that  will  receive  him. 


UFE   MEMBERSHIP. 

101.— Subordinate  Chapters  may,  by  by-law,  admit 
their  members  to  life  membership  on  such  terms  as  the 
Chapter  may  determine  by  by-law,  and  for  each  such 
life  member  such  Chapter  may  pay  into  Grand  Chapter 
the  sum  of  two  dollars  and  fifty  cents,  which  payment 
shall  exempt  the  Chapter  from  the  payment  of  further 
dues  to  Grand  Chapter  on  his  behalf. 

102.— Upon  such  life  member  withdrawing  from  the 
Chapter  of  which  he  originally  became  a  iife  member 
and  joining  any  other  Chapter,  such  other  Chapter 
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shall  not  be  obliged  to  pay  any  annual  dues  to  Grand 
Chapter  on  his  account,  nor,  in  case  he  become  a  life 
member  of  such  other  Chapter,  shall  it  be  obliged  to 
pay  a  second  fee  therefor  to  Grand  Chapter. 

103. — Life  members  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the 
privileges  of,  and  shall  be  amenable  to  discipline  in  the 
Chapter,  in  the  same  manner  as  ordinary  members. 


HONORARY   MEMBERS 

i 

104. — Chapters  may  elect  any  Companion  who  has 
rendered  service  to  the  Royal  Craft  an  honorary  mem- 
ber by  a  three-fourths  vote  of  the  members  present  by 
ballot,  but  such  honorary  membership  does  not  confer 
the  right  of  voting  except  so  declared  and  conferred  by 
unanimous  ballot  at  the  time  of  such  election.  Notice 
of  proposal  for  honorary  membership  must  be  given 
at  one  convocation  and  the  name  inserted  in  the  sum- 
mons for  the  next  convocation.  Honorary  members 
are  to  be  included  in  the  annual  return  to  Grand  Chap- 
ter, and  similar  dues  as  for  ordinary  members  must 
be  paid  on  their  behalf  by  the  Chapter,  or  the  fee  may 
be  commuted  as  in  the  case  of  a  life  member. 

106. — Whenever  a  member  of  a  Chapter  desires  by 
either  personal  application  or  in  writing  to  withdraw 
from  a  Chapter,  he  shall  be  furnished,  on  payment  of 
all  dues  owing,  with  a  demit  in  form  as  authorized  by 
Grand  Chapter.  This  certificate  shall  be  produced  at 
any  other  Chapter  with  which  the  member  desires  to 
affiliate,  previous  to  the  ballot  being  taken. 

106. — If  a  demitted  Companion  desires  to  renew  hi 
connection  with  a  Chapter  he  can  only  do  so  by  petition 
and  ballot  as  in  other  cases.    Shou'd  any  petitioner  fo 
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affiliation  be  rejected  he  may  renew  his  application  to 
the  same  or  to  any  other  Chapter  in  the  jurisdiction  at 
any  time. 

107.— Every  member  of  a  subordinate  Chapter  neg- 
lecting to  pay  his  dues  for  one  year  shall,  after  due 
notice  has  been  sent  to  his  last  known  address,  and 
trial,  be  liable  to  punishment  by  suspension.  If  the 
Companion  does  not  appear  or  a  sufficient  reason  in  the 
opinion  of  the  First  Principal  be  not  given  for  his 
absence,  he  shall  then  and  there  be  declared  suspended 
by  the  First  Principal. 

108.— When  a  member  is  suspended  for  non-pay- 
ment of  dues  he  shall  on  payment  of  arrears  owing  at 
the  date  of  his  suspension  be  restr  -ed  to  good  standing 
without  ballot.  ^ 

109.— By  a  vote  of  the  Chapter  the  dues  of  any 
member  may  be  remitted  provided  that  notice  of  such 
motion  has  been  given  at  a  preceding  convocation,  and 
the  members  notified  upon  the  summons  with  the 
amount  proposed  to  be  remitted.  This  shall  also  apply 
to  members  who  have  been  suspended  for  non-pay- 
ment of  dues,  and  such  motion,  if  adopted,  shall  restore 
those  members  to  good  standing  without  ballot. 

110.— All  applications  for  Grand  Chapter  certificates 
must  be  made  through  the  Grand  Scribe  E.,  by  the 
Scribe  E.  of  the  subordinate  Chapter  concerned,  and 
no  Chapter  shall  grant  any  certificate  of  any  kind 
except  that  of  demit  or  withdrawal  from  membership 
which  shall  be  furnished  without  charge.  ' 

lll.--That  the  Scribe  E.  of  every  Chapter  shall 
report  by  first  mail  the  Grand  Scribe  E.  the  <leath 
of  any  Grand  off,  ,  Past  Grand  officer  or  other 
promment  Royal  Arch  Mason,  a  member  of  his  Chap- 
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ter,  or  residing  within  the  jurisdiction  of  his  Chap- 
ter, and  on  the  receipt  of  such  information  the  Grand

114.— There  shall  be  but  one  ballot  for  the  several 
degrees  conferred  under  the  Chapter  warrant,  and  no 
Companion  shall  violate  the  secrecy  of  the  ballot,  under 
penalty  of  censure  in  open  Chapter  for  the  first  oflFence 
and  for  a  second  oflFence  deprivation  of  all  his  Roval' 
Arch  privileges.  ^ 

115.--A  proposition  for  membership  may  be  with- 
drawn by  the  consent  of  the  Chapter  before  the  com- 
mittee has  reported  upon  it,  but  after  a  ballot  has  been 
ordered,  it  cannot  be  postponed,  neither  can  it  be  re- 
considered, and  a  ballot  must  be  taken  on  every  petition 
after  It  shall  have  been  referred  to  a  committee  and 
reported  upon  favorably,  provided  the  Chapter  has 
jurisdiction  and  the  applicant  is  eligible.

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CHAPTER    BOOKS. 

120.~In  each  Chapter  shall  be  kept  a  book  or  books 
in  authorized  form,  in  which  shall  be  registered  the 
names  of  all  Companions  who  shall  be  installed  as 
First,  Second  and  Third  Principals,  together  with  the 
names  of  all  other  officers  of  the  Chapter.  In  these 
books  shall  also  be  kept  a  list  of  the  members,  giving 
the  name,  age,  mother  lodge,  present  lodge,  date  01 
receiving  Mark  Master  and  Most  Excellent  Master 
and  Royal  Arch  degrees,  or  date  of  affiliation,  and  also 
dates  of  demission,  suspension,  expulsion  or  death.

Minutes  are  to  be  read  at  regular  Convocations  only;  and 
after  having  read  the  minutes  of  the  previous  regular  Convo- 
cation, those  of  any  subsequent  emergency  are  to  be  read  for 
information. 

For  the  sake  of  clearness  and  distinction,  a  line  at  least 
should  be  left  biank  between  each  minute.  A  marginal  note 
should  be  made  of  the  contents  of  each  transaction. 

Scribes  E.  should  also  keep  a  rough  minute  book  to  enter 
the  proceedings  as  they  occur,  and  afterwards  copy  them 
legibly  in  the  regular  minute  book,  to  which  he  must  attach  his 
signature;  and  when  they  have  been  read  and  confirmed  in 
open  Chapter,  the  First  Principal  signs  them  also. 

Every  Chapter  must  keep  a  book,  or  books,  outside  the 
Chapter  room  for  members  and  visitors  to  enter  their  names 
as  they  arrive,  which  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Janitor  to  see  done 
before  he  gives  notice  of  their  being  present. 

It  is  usual  on  the  presentment  of  reports  from  committees 
to  move  their  reception,  or  their  reception  and  adoption.  If 
open  to  discussion  or  amendment,  first  move  their  reception 
and  afterwards  their  adoption. 

The  Constitution  declares  twenty  dollars  ($20)  the  lowest 
fee  that  can  be  charged  for  Exaltation,  whicn  is  to  be  paid 
previously  to  the  candidate's  "advancement."  The  sum  in- 
cludes the  fee  for  registering  the  Companion's  name,  when 
exalted,  in  the  books  of  the  Grand  Chapter,  and  a  Grand 
Chapter  certificate. 

The  First  Principal  is  responsible  for  the  fees  collected  on 
behalf  of  the  Grand  Chapter,  and  it  is  his  particular  duty  to 
see  that  the  same  are  regularly  forwarded. 

The  newly-admitted  candidate  is  required  to  sign  the  by- 
laws at  the  close  of  his  advancement  to  the  M.  M.  M.  degree, 
when  he  is  presented  with  a  printed  copy  of  same  and  a  copy 
of  the  Constitution  of  Grand  Chapter. 

The  Constitution  requires  application  for  registration  and 
certificate  within  one  month  of  a  Companions  Exaltation. 
He.  having  paid  for  same,  is  entitled  to  immediate  possession. 
A  form  for  application  is  provided  by  the  Grand  Scribe  E.

T  ^i"  ^^*  testimony  of  any  witnesses  unable  to  attend  the 
Lodge  or  committee  may  be  taken  by  deposition  before  a 
Mason  authorized  by  the  Master  to  act  in  the  matter,  due 
notice  of  the  time  and  place  having  first  been  given  to  all 
parties  concerned.
